Rivals Aim for Runaway Kerry 


Edwards, Clark scour Va., Tenn. despite fading hopes 


WASHINGTON | Democratic presidential 
contenders John Edwards and Wesley 
Clark focused their energy on Virginia and 
Tennessee on Monday, working to slow the 
momentum of front-runner John Kerry. 

Edwards and Clark each hoped strong 
showings in the two southern primaries 
would eliminate the other and turn the 
race into a two -man contest with Kerry, 
but polls showed the Massachusetts sena- 


tor well ahead in both states. 

Aides to both Clark, a retired general, and 
Edwards, a North Carolina senator, said they 
expect their candidates to lose in Virginia and 
Tennessee on Tuesday, even though both had 
earlier been optimistic about winning in the 
South, their home region. A total of 151 pledged 
delegates are at stake in the two states. 


Clark and Edwards have vowed to forge 
ahead until Wisconsin’s Feb. 17 primary, 
despite Kerry’s increasing advantage. 

At a stop in Roanoke, Va., on Monday, Kerry 
ignored rivals chasing him in the Democratic 
presidential race and lambasted President 
Bush’s foreign policy, telling primary voters 
they are “choosing a leader of the free world.” 

Polls in Virginia are scheduled to open at 
6 a.m. and close at 7 P-ni. tom raum (ap)

Sick Cows 
Still Missing 
As Hunt Ends 

WAS H I N GTO N I The Agriculture Department is 
ending its search for additional cases of mad 
cow disease, even though officials have not 
found several animals that may have eaten 
the same cattle feed believed to have caused 
the only known U.S. case. 

“We feel very confident the remaining 
animals ... represent little risk,” Dr. Ron 
DeHaven, the department’s chief veteri- 
narian, said Monday. 

The closure leaves officials not knowing 
what happened to 11 head of cattle among 
25 that authorities say were most likely to 
have eaten the same feed as the Holstein in 
Washington state that was diagnosed with the 
disease after it was slaughtered on Dec. 9. 

Some of the remaining cattle may have 
gone to slaughter, but tests would have spot- 
ted any slaughtered animal that had mad 
cow, DeHaven said. 

The decision to end the search does not 
close the books on the case. Officials still do 
not know the source of the suspect cattle feed, 
and cannot be certain all of America’s 95 mil- 
lion cattle are free of the disease, iradreyfuss (ap)

Bush Touts Economy in Missouri 


President says growth, job ereation on the rise 


SPRINGFIELD, MO. | Shadowing 
Democrats through primary states. 
President Bush highlighted upswings 
in the U.S. economy Monday at an 
engine plant in Missouri, a state he 
won in a tight contest in 2000 and 
has been courting ever since. 

“We’re growing,” Bush said. “The 
growth is good. New jobs are being 
created. Interest rates are low. Home 
ownership in America is at the high- 
est levels ever.” 

The economy is growing because 
“we cut your taxes,” he said. 

Bush spoke inside SRC 
Automotive Inc., an employee- 
owned plant where 120 workers 
make and remanufacture engines 
and other parts for automobiles, 
boats and race cars. 

Bush said when lawmakers claim 
they’re going to repeal the tax cuts, 
they really mean they want to raise 
taxes and increase the size of the 
federal government. 


The campaign stop coincided 
with the release Monday of Bush’s 
2004 economic report, a docu- 
ment prepared by his Council of 
Economic Advisers. In the report. 
Bush said America has been able to 
surmount the bursting of the stock 
market bubble in early 2000 fol- 
lowed by the first recession in a 
decade, the terrorist attacks, two 
wars and corporate accounting 
scandals. 

Democrats, who have seized on 
the troubled job market to boost 
their election prospects, say the 
president’s economic policies aren’t 
working all that well. 

“If President Bush’s policies had 
put America on the right track, he 
wouldn’t be forced into a desper- 
ate game of follow the leader,” 
Democratic National Committee 
Chairman Terry McAuliffe said

Onetime front-runner

MADISON, WIS. I Dismissing polls 
and endorsements that favor his 
Democratic opponents, Howard 
Dean on Monday asked Wisconsin 
voters to support his faltering 
campaign and not “rubber stamp 
the choice of others” in their state 
primary next week. 

“The media claims this contest is 
over,” the former Vermont governor 
told about 300 people as he launched 
a two-day tour and started running 
TV ads for the Feb. 17 primary. “But 
you don’t have to listen to them.” 

Dean told local television report- 
ers that he intends to stay in the pres- 
idential race regardless of the out- 
come in Wisconsin. He said last week 
that he’d be out of the race if he lost 
here, but had distanced himself from 
that statement in recent days. 

Polls show Dean well behind 
Kerry in Wisconsin, but Dean has 
raised more than $1 million from his 
Internet supporters for an ad cam- 
paign and to help with his ground 


organization. After losing three 
weekend caucuses, he remains 
winless in 12 delegate elections 
and trailed in polls in Virginia and 
Tennessee, which vote Tuesday. 

Dean is spending $50,000 in 
Wisconsin’s five media markets 
through Tuesday to run a 60 -sec- 
ond biographical ad. The TV indus- 
try estimates that the buy is large 
enough that the average TV view- 
er in each market likely could see 
the ad once over the two -day run.

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Court Stays Calif. Execution 


Man convicted of four 
murders will get new 
chance to plead his case 

SAN FRANCISCO | A convicted killer 
whose plea for clemency was rejected 
by Gov. Arnold Schwarzenegger won 
a stay of execution Monday, hours 
before he was to die by lethal injec- 
tion for hacking four people to death. 

The 9th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals granted the stay to con- 
sider whether DNA evidence con- 


necting Kevin Cooper to the crime 
should be retested amid repeated 
claims that Cooper was framed by 
law enforcement. 

Cooper, 46, had been set to die 
at 12:01 a.m. Tuesday in California’s 
first execution in two years. 

The appeals court did not say 
when it would hear the challenge. 

Hours after the ruling, and with 
no word from the 9th Circuit, lawyers 
for California Attorney General Bill 
Lockyer petitioned the U.S. Supreme 
Court to vacate the stay. 


Late last month, Schwarzenegger 
denied Cooper’s bid for clemency, the 
first such plea to cross the governor’s 
desk. Schwarzenegger said evidence 
of Cooper’s guilt was overwhelming. 

Cooper was convicted of stab- 
bing and hacking to death Douglas 
and Peggy Ryen, both 41, their 

10 - year- old daughter, Jessica, and 

11 - year- old Christopher Hughes 
after escaping from prison in 
1983. The Ryens’ son, Joshua, 
then 8, survived a slit throat.

Phobia keeps some 
workers from fulfilling 
mandatory drug tests 

Tom Smith worried he was in for 
trouble on a Wednesday morning 
last November, when a supervisor 
at the Griffin, Ga., Caterpillar Inc. 
plant pulled the assembly line work- 
er aside and told him to report to 
the factory nurse’s station. 

There, with a plastic urine speci- 
men cup in hand, 40 ounces of water 
sloshing around inside him and the 
nurse waiting expectantly. Smith 
says he spent three hours straining 


to do what most people barely think 
about. But when the time allotted 
for the random drug test was fin- 
ished, the cup was still empty. And 
Smith was out of a job. 

Smith’s problem, a little -known 
phobia known as paruresis or shy 
bladder syndrome, isn’t new. And 
experts say the intensely person- 
al malady has psychological, not 
physical, roots. 

“The bladder’s frill, they’re sweat- 
ing bullets, but they can’t open up” 
the muscle that allows urination 
to take place, said Dr. Michael 
Chancellor, a professor of urology 
at the University of Pittsburgh. 


Employers conduct about 45 
million drug tests each year, the 
vast majority by collecting a urine 
sample. Some workers object, but 
inability to fill a specimen cup is 
rarely the issue. 

Some workers with shy blad- 
der are putting their hopes on the 
growing use of alternative screen- 
ing methods that test specimens of 
hair, saliva or sweat. They could get 
a boost in coming months when the 
federal government plans to propose 
such screening for its own work- 
ers. Federal drug testing standards 
are widely followed by private

Parliament OKs Military’s 
Historic Mission to Iraq 

Japan’s Parliament gave its formal 
approval Monday to the military’s 
humanitarian mission in Iraq. The 
measure had already passed in the 
more powerful lower house late last 
month despite a boycott by oppo- 
sition lawmakers. Rejection of the 
legislation could have led to Japan 
recalling troops stationed in the 
region since December.

Letter to Al Qaeda Sought Iraq Aid 


Jordanian allegedly 
wanted to ignite 
Shiite, Sunni civil war 


B AG H D A D , I R AQ I An anti-American 
operative in Iraq appealed for help 
from al Qaeda leaders to help spark 
a sectarian war between Shiite and 
Sunni Muslims in an effort to “tear 
the country apart,” U.S. officials 
said Monday. 

The officials confirmed a report 
Monday in The New York Times 
about the alleged plan, which was 
outlined in a 17-page letter that U.S. 
forces confiscated from an al Qaeda 
suspect in Iraq. 

Brig. Gen. Mark Kimmitt 
warned that the plea could mean 
more “spectacular” attacks because 
the rebels were despairing that their 
devastating car bombs and the 
steady killing of U.S. troops were 
failing to shove the Americans from 
Iraq or spark massive discord. 

The letter was believed to be 
written by Abu Musab al-Zarqawi, 


a Jordanian suspected of al Qaeda 
links. Al-Zarqawi is the chief sus- 
pect in several bombings, and U.S. 
officials cited his presence in Iraq as 
evidence of the country’s terrorist 
connections even before the war. 

Having found no weapons 


of mass destruction in Iraq, 
Washington has been shifting 
the reason for going to war to the 
fight against global terrorism. 


Scott McClellan, a spokesman for 
President Bush, said the letter shows 
that “Iraq is the central front in the 
war on terrorism.” (ap)

PORT-AU-PRINCE, HAITI | An armed 
uprising spread to nearly a dozen 
towns in western and northern 
Haiti on Monday, the strongest 
challenge yet to President Jean- 
Bertrand Aristide. At least 40 have 
been killed in what the government 
says is an attempted coup. 

Some residents fled the town of 
Grand-Goave on Monday, a day after 
rebels evicted the police and torched 
the station. Meanwhile, police strug- 
gled to regain control of the port city 
of St. Marc, 45 miles west of Port- 
au-Prince, clashing sporadically in 


gunbattles with rebels. Insurgents 
also torched police stations in the 
northern towns of St. Raphael and 
Dondon, radio stations reported. 

With no army and fewer than 
5,000 poorly armed police, the gov- 
ernment is ill- equipped to halt the 
spreading revolt. Anger has brewed 
in Haiti since Aristide’s party won 
flawed legislative elections in 2000. 
The opposition refuses to partici- 
pate in new elections unless Aristide 
resigns; he insists on serving out the 
term that ends in 2006. 

“We are in a situation of armed 
popular insurrection,” said oppo- 
sition politician Himler Rebu.

Long-shot challenger 
to President Putin 
missing for four days 

MOSCOW I Russia’s presidential 
campaign has taken a disconcert- 
ing turn as one of the long-shot chal- 
lengers to Vladimir Putin vanished 
— his fate still unknown Monday, 
four days after he was last seen. 

Whether the disappearance of 
Ivan Rybkin reflects foul play or was 
staged — as some suspect — it intro- 
duces a note of dark intrigue ahead 
of the March 14 vote, which Putin 
is expected to win easily. 

Some 10,000 Russians disap- 
pear every year, but few are as 
high profile as Rybkin. He was a 
national security chief under for- 
mer President Boris Yeltsin, the 
ex- speaker of Russia’s lower par- 


liament, a participant in failed 
negotiations with Chechnya’s rebel 
leadership in 2002, and a close asso- 
ciate of one of the Kremlin’s most 
vocal foes, self- exiled tycoon Boris 
Berezovsky.

Israeli Court to Rule on Fence 


West Bank barrier 
violates international 
law, group argues 

JERUSALEM | Israel’s Supreme Court 
on Monday promised a speedy rul- 
ing on a petition to halt work on 
a West Bank separation barrier, a 
case seen as a dress rehearsal for a 
world court hearing over the con- 
tentious project. 

The planned route for the barrier 
cuts deep into the West Bank and 
encircles Palestinian towns and vil- 
lages. Israel says the 440 -mile bar- 
rier is essential to deter Palestinian 
suicide attackers. Palestinians 


charge that the barrier is a thinly 
disguised land grab. 

In court on Monday, the Center 
for the Defense of the Individual 
argued that the barrier infringes 
human rights and is a breach of 
international law. It said that if 
Israel wants a barrier, it should be 
built on territory that it held before 
seizing the West Bank in 1967. 

Those arguments are also 
expected to be made by Palestinian 
representatives at the Hague hear- 
ings, which begin on Feb. 23.

Rebels in Uganda Leave Trail of Dead 


KAMPALA, UGANDA I Rebels in north- 
ern Uganda hacked to death at least 
10 people they found tending their 
fields, the army said Monday. 

Soldiers were pursuing Lord’s 
Resistance Army rebels who killed 
the villagers on Saturday in Abako, 
190 miles north of Kampala, said 
Lt. Chris Magezi. 

Most the residents had fled the 
village a year ago for the safety of the 
nearby camps for displaced people.

their crops, Magezi said. 

The shadowy Lord’s Resistance 
Army, which has little contact with 
the outside world, could not be 
reached for comment. The rebels 
have fought for 17 years to overthrow 
President Yoweri Museveni, a south- 
erner, but mostly attack civilians.

N. Koreans 
In Dire Need 
Of Food Aid 

U.N. issues plea, says 
it is eutting supplies 
to 6.5 million people 

B E I J I N G I The United Nations World 
Food Program issued an emergen- 
cy appeal Monday for aid for North 
Korea, saying the agency’s supplies 
have nearly run out and it is cutting 
off food to almost all the 6.5 million 
people that it feeds there. 

WFP will be able to feed only 
about 100,000 North Koreans — 
mostly women and children — over 
the next two months, said Masood 
Hyder, the UN. agency’s represen- 
tative in the North. The agency is 
trying to feed more than one -third 
of the North’s 23 million people. 

The United States, Russia and 
others have pledged thousands of 
tons of grain and other food since 
WFP warned late last year that its 
supplies were running low, Hyder 
said. But he said those shipments 
won’t start arriving until late March 
due to the difficulty of moving such 
vast amounts of commodities.

Connolly unveils plan 
to double funds for 
Fairfax transportation 

WASHINGTON I Fairfax County’s 
commitment to transportation 
projects would nearly double under 
a plan detailed Monday by Board 
of Supervisors Chairman Gerald 
E. Connolly. 

Connolly recommended the 
county add about $100 million 


to the $115 million in transpor- 
tation bonds slated for sale this 
November. The money would go 
for projects such as a new park- 
ing garage at the Virginia Railway 
Express station. 

The plan includes a number 
of projects that can be accom- 
plished with the additional capi- 
tal. Collectively, they would have a 
“major impact” on mobility within 
Fairfax County, Connolly said. 

“It will make an appreciable 


difference in the ability of our citi- 
zens to get around,” said Connolly. 
Proponents of the plan are hoping it 
blunts criticism from residents and 
others who have said Fairfax officials 
have failed in the past to put forth a 
viable transportation plan.

Armstrong says she 
delivered message 
that stock would drop 

N EW YORK I Martha Stewart’s secre- 
tary broke down in sobs on the wit- 
ness stand Monday as she described 
thanking the homemaking mogul 
for a gift of plum pudding just before 
relaying broker Peter Bacanovic’s 
prediction that ImClone Systems 
stock would drop.

Billions in Tax Refunds Still Unclaimed 


WASHINGTON I Nearly 2 million 
students, retirees and other tax- 
payers stand to lose $2.5 billion in 
refunds if they don’t act quickly to 
claim the money. 

The Internal Revenue Service 
said Monday that anyone who 
should have gotten a refund for 
taxes paid in 2000 but didn’t file 


a return must file and claim the 
money by April 15, otherwise it 
goes to the U.S. Treasury.

Music, video chains 
parent company seeks 
bankruptcy protection

parent company of Tower Records, 
inventor of the music megastore and 
one of the nation’s largest music and 
video retailers, filed for Chapter 11 
bankruptcy Monday. 

MTS Inc., the privately held 
parent of the West Sacramento, 
Calif.-based chain, took the step 
a day after the record industry’s 


Grammy Awards. 

Tower stores will stay open, 
but the filing is expected to help 
clear the way for the sale of the 93 - 
store chain, which suffered from 
the exploding popularity of free 
music on the Internet and compe- 
tition from deep discounters such 
as Best Buy and Wal-Mart. 

MTS decided nearly a year ago 
to sell Tower. A filing last April 
with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission revealed that Tower 
had lost money for 13 straight quar- 
ters.

A decision in 1998 to expand 
on $110 million of borrowed 
money drove Tower to a peak of 
more than $1 billion in annual 
revenue with nearly 200 stores in 
21 states and franchises abroad.

Approval of the bankruptcy 
plan will cut its $110 million debt 
by $80 million, Tower said.

FITNESS I Walking 10,000 steps to 
good health may be harder than it 
looks. The U.S. Surgeon General’s 
guidelines call for at least 30 min- 
utes a day of moderate physical 
activity on most days of the week. 
But the pedometer and the surgeon 
general don’t quite mesh. 

The surgeon general’s guide- 
lines don’t mention walking 10,000 
steps, even though people have got- 
ten the idea they do, said Guy C. 
Le Masurier, a doctoral student at 
Arizona State University East. 

The 10,000 steps concept is 
a Japanese import, created by a 
researcher who helped to promote 
pedometer-measured walking into 
a Japanese national movement. 

“The best scientific evidence 
has demonstrated that a daily 30- 
minute brisk walk is important for 
health, not whether the step count 
reaches 10,000,” Le Masurier wrote 
in the current issue of the American 
College of Sports Medicine’s Health 
and Fitness Journal. 



Using a pedometer just isn’t enough. 
You gotta put your back into walking. 


Walking 30 minutes would 
require only about 3,000 steps, 
said Catrine Tudor-Locke, assis- 
tant professor of health promo- 
tion at the university. 

The pedometer won’t tell you if 
you’re getting the right amount of 
exercise, either. They count steps but 
not how much effort the walker is 
putting out. “We need to think about 
quality, not duration, of stepping,” 
Le Masurier said, ira dreyfuss (ap) 


Optimism 
Doesn’t Up 
The Odds 

CANCER I A positive attitude does 
not improve the chances of surviv- 
ing cancer, according to research 
released Monday. 

Optimism made no difference 
in the fate of most of the 179 lung 
cancer patients that Australian 
researchers followed over five years. 
Only eight were still living by the 
time the study ended in 2001. 


Although the study was small 
and dealt with a kind of cancer 
that offers little chance for surviv- 
al (about 12 percent of patients live 
beyond five years), experts say it is 
the first scientifically valid look at 
optimism and cancer. The results 
surprised researchers, who expected 
optimistic patients to live longer. 

Patients are burdened by trying 
to maintain a positive outlook dur- 
ing their difficult situations, said 
researchers in the journal Cancer. 

However, a positive attitude can 
help lead to healthier eating habits, 
drinking less, exercising more and 
learning more information about 
treatment options, daniel yee (ap)

Launched in 1996 but discon- 
tinued in 1998, Tamagotchi was an 
egg-shaped, pocket-sized gadget 
with a cartoon pet that appeared on 
a screen. Owners reared it by punch-

The new Tamagotchi Plus goes 
on sale in Japan on March 20 for 
1,980 yen ($19), and will be intro- 
duced overseas this summer.

I heard that some cable ISPs are 
starting to charge certain home 
users more than others — trying to 
charge heavy users more.

Not that I’ve heard of There are 
stories about broadband usage caps

get a phone call. Direcway, the sat- 
ellite ISP, has an explicit usage cap, 
called the Fair Usage Policy. The 
basic principle seems fair enough; 
on a shared-use system like cable or 
satellite, there should be some kind 


of limit on how much of the collec- 
tive bandwidth you consume. 

I want to share my digital connec- 
tion with my neighbors. What sort 
of gear will I need to send my WiFi 
signal 500 yards from my house? 

That’s doable, but it’ll take some 
higher-end hardware to do it. I’d 
recommend visiting the Web site 
of a local WiFi networking group:

What quality of service can be 
expected from the new two-way 
satellite services? 

With all the satellite services, the 
biggest limit is one that will never be 
broken — the speed of light. That 
means any satellite service will have 
latency issues — the time taken for 
any Internet packet to travel to the 
satellite and back down to Earth. 
With satellites in geosynchronous 
orbit, that’s a long round trip: 
44,000 miles and change.

Rowland 
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The Shins aren’t 
re-inventing great 
rock, just playing it 

MUSIC I It’s refreshing to see such 
a compelling band succeed with 
music that refuses to re-invent the 
wheel. The Shins shy away from the 
bizarre bleeps and fuzzy samples 


that have recently built armies of 
hipster sycophants for indie rockers 
like Radiohead, the Flaming Lips 
and Grandaddy. 

Preferring a relatively bare- 
bones production style, the Shins 
rely instead on the brilliant song- 
writing of frontman James Mercer 
to carry their music. They have 
become one of the hottest bands 


in independent music by showcas- 
ing Mercer’s uncanny pop sensibil- 
ity and deceptively straightforward 
melodies. 

The Shins’ 2001 debut LP, “Oh 
Inverted World,” was lauded by 
critics with words like “definitive” 
and “flawless.” The buzz became 
earsplitting. Packed with instant 
classics, the album was a stunning 


introduction for the Shins. 

Managing to sound breezy and 
glum in the same breath, Mercer 
draws on influences from nearly 
every pop genre. Anchoring the 
album is the Shins’ innate sense 
of melody. 

Sometimes just as simple as a 
children’s tune, songs like “Know 
Your Onion!” are under three min- 
utes long and stir up memories of 
some of the great ’60s popsters. Paul 
McCartney, Brian Wilson and Paul 
Simon would certainly approve. 

With this kind of debut, you 
could imagine the pressure placed 
on the Shins to produce a stellar 
sophomore release. “Chutes Too 
Narrow,” released last fall, might 
be even better. 

The opening track, “Kissing the 
Lipless,” is by far the Shins’ best 
song from both albums. Complex 
and brooding, the track builds up 
to an incredible release of tension 
with a yelped chorus that demands 
your attention. 

While incorporating influences 
from alt- country to the Smiths, the 
Shins never stoop to mere imita- 
tion. In fact, the instinctive fresh- 
ness of “Chutes Too Narrow” is its 
greatest quality. 

Their two-night stand this 
Tuesday and Wednesday at the 
smallish Black Cat sold out weeks 
ago, and it’s a mystery why the Shins 
are not playing a larger venue. But 
if you managed to score a ticket, 
you’ll enjoy one of the best shows

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How difficult was it dealing with 
the pressure that must have grown 
out of the Grammy wins and the 
other success?

Isn’t there something to be 
said for being able to campaign in a 
state for more than three days?

Every time 
I think it can’t get worse, it gets 
worse. Surely someday people will 
say, “What’s the rush?”

When was the last 
time a president dropped his VP 
when running for re-election? 

That would be President Ford 
who asked Nelson Rockefeller to 
step aside in 197b and chose Bob 
Dole as his running mate.
